No ous thing tended more
strongly to defeat Senator Morgan's reiileo-
tion than the belie! that Lhe would keep in
office the Iederal oflice-holders of this vity
and State, who bave sesnred their appoint-
ments thyoogh his inflaence, and who have
proved their uplitwess for their positions.
Giovernor I'enton was gent in his place, very
largely becanse ke was a new wman, mnch
mo:e likely to aid General Grant in wmaking
the rewovals be may find essential, than to
oppose anud obstrunot bim.

The experlerce with the Senate, thus far,
in its control of Executive appointmonts, has
uot been encouraging, Wa baliave that there
hes not yet beena single case in which the
Senate has “‘approved’’ the removal or sua-
prusion of a sivgle offce Lolder, if he hap-
pened to be a memberof the domwinant party,
Revenue oflicers have been oconvioted Ly the
Comts of orime, have been sentenced and
bave actually gone to the penitentiary, and
have yet been kept io offica by the refusal or
failure of the Benate to approve their re-
moval. It §2 Impossible that a namerons
body like the Senate should perform execn-
tive daties of tbis kind with viger, energy,
sud & proper sense of responsibility. And,
our experience proves, the chances are
ten to one Lthat party sympathiea and party
interests will control its executive action in
all cages where the removal of party favori.es

iz concerved.
The Tenure-of Office law onght to be re-
pealed. [t can serve no other purpose now

than to prevent Gemeral Gramé from maklog
the removals which he may deem essential to
the public service, The Senate has fall con-
trol over his appolotments, They must be
submitted to ita conzént and approval; what
more do Eenators reguire/ If the President
can make no removals—if in every case of
suspension from oflics he must send his rea-
gons to the Fenats, and they must be submit-
ted 1o the investigations of & commitles, and
then to the ordeal of the Senate itself, it is
clear that practically his power of removal
amounts Lo nothing. The delays and wunoer-
tainties surronnding it—the ohances of
thwarting his action by the Senate’s vote—
will be so great as to deprive it of all terror
and all effect.

If the Senate intends to aid General Grant
in Lis eflorta for civil reform, let it repeal the
Tenure-of-Office bill, by which it has tied Lis
Lands.
